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by the High Sea Fleet are very great; bat 
the stakes are greater still. The defeat 
of the British Fleet would be a capital 
| disaster for the Allies, on the chance of 
which Germany may hazard the annihila- 
_ tion of her own Fleet in her supreme bid 
for victory. 
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Potato-Spraying. 

Compared with last year, the area under 
potatoes in Ireland shows an increase of 
120,000 acres. The crop is now well ad- 
vanced, and the yield is expected to be 
one of the heaviest in-the history of Irish 
agriculture. These anticipations may not 
be realised, however, unless farmers and 
plot-holders take the necessary precau- 
tions against “blight.” The disease has 
already made its appearance mm County 
Dublin and in the Clifden district of 
County Galway. Bitter experience has 
shown that, if it is allowed to go un 
checked, it may result in the complete 
destruction of a crop. Farmers and plot- 
holders should, therefore, make provision 
for spraying their potatees at an early 
It has been proved beyond all ques 
tion that effective spraying is @ sare pre 
ventive of “blight,” and that it will 
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the initiative after the battle of Cambra}. 
Having done so, it is folly to think that 
we can regain it whenever we like and 
regardless of the many advantages that 
the Germans possess through their recent 
captures of territory. Defence—an active, 
not a passive, defence, 


of course—maust 
almost certainly be the róle. of our troops 
for some months to come. In fact, unless 
the unexpected happens and there is an 
internal collapse of the Central Powers, 
the campaign 1s almost certain to continue 
through a hfth winter. 
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‘Armies. Germany is revising her opinion 
of young America as quickly as she was 
forced to revise her opinion of our “ old 
contemptibles.”” Her aggression has called a 
new world into being to redress the balance 
of the old. Already American troops have 
been in action in France. Their skill and 
courage have delighted the battered war- 
dogs of the French and British Armies, 
and they are but the vanguard of millions 
of. other Americans as brave and skilful 
as themselves. Until these millions 
arrive it is a question of holding on. We 
shall hold on, and, in Mr. Lloyd George's 
words, we shall win through. To doubt 
the issue would be to doubt the justice of 
our eause, the devotion of our Armies, 
and the genius of the two great peoples 
whose resolution and resources ate now 
concentrated on the defence of Paris and 
the Channel ports. : |
